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‘Absolutely wonderful’: The Epsom Downs Integrated Care clinic at the Ebbisham Centre abruptly shut on Monday 

Disbelief as plug suddenly pulled on popular health service 


Patients and doctors have reacted 
with shock and anger to the sud¬ 
den closure on Monday of a huge- 
ly-popular pioneering NHS 
service that provided high-quality 
treatment for thousands of 
patients. 

A dispute about the cost of a new 
contract with Epsom Downs Inte¬ 
grated Care Services, Edics - an 
award-winning organisation that 
cared for more than 3,000 patients 
in specialist community clinics in 
this area - led Surrey Downs Clin¬ 
ical Commissioning Group 
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(SDCCG) to decide last month to 
pull the plug on the service on 
July 31 when the old £5m contract 
expired. 

It had hoped Edics would contin¬ 
ue seeing its patients for another 
month to allow it time to make 
alternative arrangements. 

But Edics would only do this for 
one week, leaving SDCCG racing 
against time to find clinics to take 
over the work and inform all the 


affected patients by August 9. 

Edics treated patients with a 
wide range of treatment, from 
plastic surgery to cardiology and 
gynaecology to back pain. 

It did this at a large and recently 
refurbished clinic at the 
Ebbisham Centre, in Epsom; as 
well as clinics at Old Cottage Hos¬ 
pital, in Alexandra Road, Epsom; 
Leatherhead Hospital; and the 
Tattenham Health Centre. 

The Ebbisham Centre clinic shut 
its doors on Monday and a minori¬ 
ty of patients elsewhere will have 


to travel as far as Cobham for 
treatment in future. 

Messages of disbelief and disap¬ 
pointment have poured into the 
Epsom Guardian from worried 
and angry patients with cancer 
and other conditions. 

There was wide praise 
for Edics’ “absolutely wonderful” 
service and anger that a decision 
could be taken to axe it at such 
short notice without any public 
consultation.

Patients received letters as 
late as Monday informing 
them of the changes and a 
number turned up at the 
Ebbisham Centre, after its clo¬ 
sure, to tell staff of their sad¬ 
ness at its closure. 

Dr Peter Stott, a medical di¬ 
rector at Edics, said its staff 
were “distraught” and that 50 
redundancies have already 
been made. 

He said Edics and SDCCG 
were in a “contractual dis¬ 
pute” over the cost of running 
the service but believed this 
could have been resolved. 

Dr Stott said: “We are sad 
about this. We all believed in 
what we were doing over the 
years. It came as a total sur¬ 
prise. We thought the contract 
would go on.” 

Miles Freeman, chief officer 
of SDCCG, who made the deci¬ 
sion not to renew Edics con¬ 
tract on behalf of its executive 
committee, said it hoped to ex¬ 
tend the contract, but “serious 
concerns around value for 
money” meant this was not 
possible 

He said: “An independent 
audit was carried out into the 


Edics was set up in 2005 by 
GPs at 17 local practices to 
provide a quick and seamless 
for NHS patients needing 
specialised care in this area. 

Its motto is All the benefits 
you would expect with pri¬ 
vate care, but from the NHS. 

This covered everything 
from referring them to the 
most appropriate doctors to 
running specialist clinics 
across the area. 
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services provided by Edics. 
While it did not find any issues 
relating to patient care or qual¬ 
ity, it did highlight serious con¬ 
cerns around value for money. 

“This is now the subject of a 
contractual dispute between 
the two organisations which 
unfortunately means we were 
not able to extend the contract 
longer-term as originally 
planned. 

“Throughout these discus¬ 
sions we were clear we wanted 
a smooth transition for pa¬ 
tients. To achieve this we 
planned to extend the contract 
for a further month while 
other arrangements were 
made. 

“On July 30 Edics informed 
us they would be ceasing to 
provide services after July 31. 
We met with Edics later that 
day and agreed services would 
continue to be provided for 
seven days while other plans 
were made.” 

He said SDCCG supports pro¬ 
viding more care in the com¬ 
munity and would review the 
current arrangements in the 
next two months. 


In July 2011 it opened a re¬ 
furbished clinic at the 
Ebbisham Centre in Epsom 
which provided a wide range 
of services, from plastic 
surgery and neurology to di¬ 
abetes and foot care. 

It has been widely regarded 
as a model for how to treat 
patients effectively in the 
community, relieving pres¬ 
sure on hard-pressed local 
hospitals. 


Peter Williamson, a surgeon 
who worked within Edics’ ear, 
nose and throat speciality at 
the Ebbisham Centre clinic, 
said he was shocked the deci¬ 
sion was made without any 
public consultation. 

He said he feared patients 
would suffer. 

He said: “I am astonished 
that in an era where changes 
in healthcare have got to be as¬ 
sessed in advance and go to 
public consultation the CCG 
would, with a stroke of a pen, 
close a whole service down. 

“Working at Edics you felt 
you had the space to deliver 
good healthcare.” 

A SDCCG spokeswoman said 
Mr Freeman made the deci¬ 
sion, but that the issue was dis¬ 
cussed at a meeting of its 
executive committee, which in¬ 
cludes four Surrey Downs GPs. 

She said the CCG “would 
have liked to go to more GPs 
and have a wider conversa¬ 
tion” about the decision, but 
that it was constrained by 
rules surrounding conflicts of 
interest - as almost one-third 
of SDCCG’s members had 
shareholder or member inter¬ 
ests in Edics. 

She said: “GPs can’t be 


In 2010 it was featured as an 
example in the Royal College 
of GPs’ Handbook of Feder¬ 
ated Working and was visited 
by leading healthcare think 
tank The King’s Fund. 

In 2011 it came runner-up 
in the Clinical Innovation 
Awards, run by healthcare 
magazine Pulse. 

Last year the clinic won the 
British Journal of Nursing 
Dermatology Prize and was 


involved in decisions where 
they have interests so we 
weren’t able to engage as wide¬ 
ly as we would have liked.” 

But she said SDCCG held a 
meeting with GPs last week to 
inform them of the changes. 

Joint medical director for 
Epsom and St Helier hospitals, 
Dr Ruth Charlton, said clinic 
hours have been extended and 
weekend and evening clinics 
started to treat Edics patients. 

She said: “We are working 
hard with Surrey Downs Clini¬ 
cal Commissioning Group to 
ensure patients have a smooth 
transition to our services and 
receive high quality care from 
our professional teams close to 
home. 

“We are already seeing more 
than 1,000 additional patients, 
although we anticipate that 
this number will increase as 
new patients are referred di¬ 
rectly to us rather than Edics. 

“We have already contacted 
those patients affected to book 
them in for their appoint¬ 
ments. 

“We have also set up a 
helpline for those affected.”

A surgeon at Edics has spo¬ 
ken of his shock that it was 
done without public consulta¬ 
tion and his worry that pa¬ 
tients will suffer. 

Peter Williamson, a sub¬ 
stantive consultant at Epsom 
and St Helier, and St George’s 
healthcare trusts, worked 
within the ear, nose and 
throat speciality at the 
Ebbisham Centre clinic, in 
Epsom. 

The surgeon said he was 
“completely shocked” to find 
out on August 1 that Surrey 
Downs Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group (SDCCG) would not 
be renewing Edics’ contract, 
as its work had been so well- 
received. 

He said: “I don’t believe that 
the CCG will be able to cope 
with the level of work from 
ear, nose and throat patients 
and in the short-term there 
will be problems. 

“Patients will be funnelled 
back into Epsom Hospital 
which already has capacity 
issues.” 

Mr Williamson said clini¬ 
cians who patients saw in 
Edics’ clinics would not nec¬ 
essarily be willing to continue 


doing the same work for alter¬ 
native providers. 

He said: “I’m surprised at 
the way in which the CCG has 
done this. Its speed and its 
lack of preparation for the 
outcome of the decision is un¬ 
precedented. 

“They want us to go and 
work for them when they 
showed no compunction on 
pulling the plug at short 
notice?” 

Anita Webb, made a Queen’s 
Nurse two years ago for her 
work at Edics - one of only 200 
with the title in the country - 
was the clinical lead and der¬ 
matology specialist nurse at 
the Ebbisham Centre clinic, 
and said it had been an “hon¬ 
our and privilege” to serve 
the community. 

She said: “We had such won¬ 
derful patients over the past 
years and I will miss them 
greatly. 

“Excellent healthcare is not 
provided by one individual, 
but by a team and it’s some¬ 
thing we excelled at and have 
been proud of at Edics. 

“It is satisfying that this has 
been noted and appreciated 
by so many patients.”

What the changes mean 


Edics patients at the Ebbisham 
Centre clinic will be seen at Epsom 
Hospital, apart from those needing 
plastic surgery, dermatology, gener¬ 
al surgery and podiatry who will 
need to go to Cobham Hospital. 

Edics patients at Tattenham 
Health Centre will all now go to 
Epsom Hospital apart from paedi¬ 
atric patients who will continue to 
attend the centre. 

Its cardiology patients at Shadbolt 
Surgery will now be seen at Epsom 
Hospital. 

All other clinics are remaining in 


their current location though they 
will be run by a different provider. 

Surrey Downs Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group said it had written to 
all patients informing them of the 
changes. 

It issued the following advice on 
Monday: 

• Patients who have been referred 
to, or previously attended an Edics 
clinic, and may be affected by this 
change do not need to take any 
action. 

• If patients have an appointment 
booked at a clinic they should 


attend their appointment as usual 
unless someone gets in touch to tell 
them otherwise. 

• If a patient’s appointment is 
changing, someone will be in touch 
to let them know. 

• Many clinics have a patient tele¬ 
phone line so we would encourage 
patients to call the number in their 
letter if they would like to speak 
with someone about their next 
appointment 

• Information and advice is also 
available at surreydownsccg.

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Fracking fears over the 
northern part of borough 


Licences granted by the Gov¬ 
ernment for onshore oil and 
gas drilling in parts of Epsom 
could lead to exploratory 
fracking drilling, it has 
emerged. 

According to the latest on¬ 
shore licensing data for the UK 
from the Department of Ener¬ 
gy and Climate Change 
(DECC), licences have been 
granted to Northdown Energy 
Limited for the northern parts 
of Epsom and Ewell. 

Some of these licences may 
be used to conduct exploratory 
drilling work to see whether 
fracking - a highly controver¬ 
sial process involving drilling 
into the ground and injecting 
fluid at high pressure to frac¬ 
ture shale rocks which release 
natural gas - could be carried 
out in the borough. 

A DECC spokesman said a 
company which has been 
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granted a drilling licence must 
seek approval from the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency and Health 
and Safety Executive, as well 
as receive planning permis¬ 
sion from the local authority, 
before returning to DECC be¬ 
fore any drilling occurs. 

He said additional licences 
would be required for the ex¬ 
traction of onshore oil and gas 
and that the granting of li¬ 
cences for drilling by DECC 
did not mean that fracking 
would occur in the areas 
concerned. 

The spokesman said: “On¬ 
shore drilling for oil and gas 
has been taking place in the 
UK for many years. Having a 
licence to explore for onshore 
oil and gas does not convey 
any permission for operations, 



including drilling or fracking. 
The licences are not specific to 
any particular type of oil or 
gas. 

“The Government has been 
clear that wherever shale gas 
fracking is conducted it must 
be done in a safe and environ¬ 
mentally sound way. 

“There are regulations in 
place to ensure on-site safety, 


prevent water contamination, 
air pollution and mitigate seis¬ 
mic risks.” 

A spokeswoman for Surrey 
County Council, which consid¬ 
ers planning applications re¬ 
lating to minerals, said: “No 
planning applications have 
been received for exploratory 
drilling for fracking in 
Surrey. 

“Any application would, by 
law, be looked at on its own 
merit.” 

David Lowry, an environ¬ 
mental policy and research 
consultant, from Stoneleigh, 
said he is concerned that the 
radioactive risks of fracking 
have not been highlighted in 
the British media. 

He said: “There is a radiation 
risk to people when the gas is 
released from the ground be¬ 
cause it also releases radon 
which is in the shale rock.”

Two men from Epsom have 
been charged with stealing a 
bicycle and criminal damage 
after dawn raids on 
Friday. 

Jade Murray, 20, of Avenue 
Road, and Gerasimos Argy- 
ros, 18, of Mortimer Cres¬ 
cent, were arrested at 


separate locations in 
Epsom. 

A 16-year-old boy was also 
arrested, but released with¬ 
out further action after a 
bike was stolen from South 
Street in Epsom on July 31. 

Mr Murray and Mr Argy- 
ros will appear at South East 


Surrey Magistrates’ Court 
on August 28. 

On Friday Epsom and 
Ewell safer neighbourhood 
policing team posted on 
Facebook: “Your local neigh¬ 
bourhood officers conducted 
dawn raids over the borough 
and three males arrested on 


suspicion of theft. 

“The neighbourhood team 
are targeting bicycle thieves 
in Epsom and Ewell, but 
would like to remind you all 
to keep your bikes locked up 
when out and about or stored 
in a locked shed or indoors 
when at home.”

Church spire gets £12k for 
repairing pecking problem 


A church has been awarded a 
Lottery grant after hungry 
woodpeckers damaged its 
spire. 

The Heritage Lottery Fund 
(HLF) is providing £12,400 to 
fund the planning process for 
the renovation of the spire of 
St Mary’s Church, a 150-year 
old parish church in Headley, 
near Epsom. 

A routine inspection two 
years ago found the spire was 
riddled with holes in its cedar 
shingles caused by the birds 
drilling down in search of in¬ 
sects in the wood. 

Provided the planning pro¬ 
cess goes well, the church will 
receive a total of £89,000 from 
HLF towards the total repair 
cost which is likely to top 
£ 100 , 000 . 

The Rev Linda Harknett 
said: “We have also raised 
£21,000 from our 150th an¬ 
niversary celebrations and 
other donations, which will go 
towards the repairs. 

“We didn’t know about the 
woodpeckers until the inspec¬ 
tor pointed them out. The 
Guildford diocese inspects the 
churches every five years and 
during his 2011 inspection he 
actually saw a woodpecker, 
pecking away at the spire. 
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“We think the damage has 
been mostly caused by green 
woodpeckers. 

“We are delighted the Her¬ 
itage Lottery Fund has given 
this support to our much¬ 
loved parish church with its 
magnificent spire, which is 
visible for miles around and is 
an important location marker 
for many travellers. 

“The oak shingles that we 
are going to replace the old 
ones with are a much harder 
wood, which woodpeckers 
could damage their beaks on. 

“They would also be treated 
with a special anti-insect 
treatment to prevent insects 
and bugs from burrowing 
down into the wood, where 
the woodpeckers eat them. 

“Hopefully these measures 
will prevent further damage 
from the birds and preserve 
the spire.” 

The award is part of more 
than £12m of Lottery money 
being announced by HLF to 
enable urgent repairs to 
places of worship around the 
country. 

Explaining the importance

Student benefits axed 


A leading performing arts college 
has described the decision to stop 
housing benefit to its students as 
“catastrophic”. 

From Tuesday the financial 
support for about 140 students 
living in Epsom and studying at 
Laine Theatre Arts in East Street, 
Epsom has been axed. 

Those affected are on the col¬ 
lege’s one-year foundation course 
and its three-year diploma in the¬ 
atre and dance - which costs 
£16,500 a year - and launched the 
career of many of the country’s 
top performers, including Victo¬ 
ria Beckham and actress Kerry 
Ellis who sings with Brian May. 

Epsom Council previously con¬ 
sidered these diploma courses as 
further education that meant stu¬ 
dents were entitled to housing 
benefit. 

But last month a judge ruled 
that such courses were in fact 
higher education so councils 
must stop housing benefit to stu¬ 
dents on these courses. 

A council spokesman said the 
students living in Epsom had 
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been receiving £70 a week on 
average. 

Besides housing benefit sup¬ 
port, student are also no longer 
eligible for discretionary housing 
payments. 

The vast majority of the col¬ 
lege’s students are studying for 
the diploma, a total of 240 includ¬ 
ing 90 due to start the course next 
month. 

Peter Barlow, consultant at the 
school, said they informed the 
students of the “sudden loss” by 
email on Tuesday. 

Mr Barlow said: “We are under¬ 
standably very upset. It’s devas¬ 
tating really because it is going to 
have a catastrophic effect on indi¬ 
viduals and the college itself. 

“Some of these students may 
not be able to return to their stud¬ 
ies. They have been relying on 
that additional money.” 

Mr Barlow said the students are 
not eligible for student loans so 
relied on housing benefit in order 


to help fund their courses. 

He said: “They want to pursue 
vocational training to become 
highly skilled professionals. The 
Government are continually pe¬ 
nalising them and making it 
more and more difficult.” 

Last month, Judge Bano ruled 
in an Upper Tribunal case that a 
national diploma in theatre or 
dance was higher education. 

Councillor Neil Dallen, chair¬ 
man of the strategy and re¬ 
sources committee, said: “The 
council values the presence of 
Laine Theatre Arts and the con¬ 
tribution its students make to the 
vibrancy and diversity of the bor¬ 
ough. It is deeply regrettable that 
we can no longer offer them sup¬ 
port through the housing benefit 
scheme.” 

The council said it had “no dis¬ 
cretion and no choice” in the mat¬ 
ter as it is regulated by 
Parliament. 

A spokesman said it had ad¬ 
vised the college to challenge the 
cuts to foundation course 
students. 


Students from low income families suffer 


Students at Laine Theatre Arts 
and parents have reacted with 
shock and anger to news of the 
housing benefit cut. 

Lindsay Kearns, 16, from Stoke 
on Trent, was due to start the 
diploma course next month, but 
said her dream of a performing 
arts career is in tatters. 

She won a dance and drama 
award maintenance grant of 
about £4,500 a year, but this will 
not cover her living expenses and 
she had been relying on getting 
about £70 a week in housing 
benefit. 

She said: “I’m devastated. I 
have worked so hard all my life to 
get where I wanted to be. It was 
always a dream of mine to go to 
Laine Theatre Arts. 

“I was getting all excited about 
going down there then this 
bombshell dropped on me that I 
may not be able to go.” 

Her mother Linda said the fam¬ 
ily has a low income and they 
had been struggling to find the 
money to support Lindsay.

She said: “This has been just 
another blow to us, the first was 
that the child benefit will cease, 
then we were informed that the 
very valuable family tax credits 
will end, both in September due 
to the fact that the course is for 
‘higher education’. 

“Now we have had the devastat¬ 
ing news that Lindsay is not able 
to claim housing benefits.” 

Katie McNally, also starting 
next month, said: “I really don’t 


know how my family and I are 
going to be able to afford my liv¬ 
ing expenses. 

“I can’t believe they’ve stopped 
it, it’s awful.” 

Nick Woodford, who is going 
into his third year, said: “It’s out¬ 
rageous how they can suddenly 
be axed, with no warning, plan¬ 
ning time or anything. 

“There needs to be something 
done so everyone has the oppor¬ 
tunity to pursue their dreams.” 

Russell Goold’s son William, 19, 
is going into his second year of 
the diploma has been receiving 
about £55 a week to rent in 
Epsom, but will now have to find 
part-time work. 

He said: “All the way through 
it’s been FE [further education] 
not HE [higher education]. Now 
it is HE, students and mums and 
dads should be allowed to pursue 
the student loan application but 
they are not allowed to.”

Frustrated commuters pre¬ 
vented from parking in 
Epsom by a new residents’ 
parking zone are taking ad¬ 
vantage of two unloading 
bays outside Epsom station 
that have no parking 
restrictions on them. 

An Epsom taxi driver said 
he sees at least two cars 
parking in the spaces, situ¬ 
ated directly on the road 
outside the Tesco store in 
Epsom station, every day. 

The bays were created as 
part of the recent redevel¬ 
opment of the station pri¬ 
marily so that delivery 
vans can park near the 
supermarket. 

The parking spaces are 
unmarked and there are no 
signs specifying that they 
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are delivery bays. 

The taxi driver said: 
“Now that residents’ park¬ 
ing’s come in they are look¬ 
ing for parking anywhere. 

“The spaces are only 
meant to be for deliveries. 
But cars park there all day. 
And when they’ve been 
given tickets, they can’t 
legally be enforced as there 
are no parking restrictions 
there at all.” 

A Surrey County Council 
spokeswoman said the situ¬ 
ation will be rectified in 
September - meaning com¬ 
muters have a month to 
park in the bays for free, 
even if it forces delivery 


vans into the middle of the 
road. 

She said: “These bays are 
part of the development 
outside Epsom station. 

“It took longer than ex¬ 
pected to finalise a layout 
that was acceptable to all 
concerned, including taxi 
drivers and businesses, 
which meant the develop¬ 
ment was completed before 
the new road design could 
be implemented. 

“The new layout was 
agreed at the April meeting 
of our Epsom and Ewell 
local committee, and 
work is due to start in 
September. 

“We are confident we’ve 
found the best solution in 
everyone’s interests.”

Plans to build 70 homes on a field 
and demolish an affordable hous¬ 
ing unit were given the green 
light on Wednesday. 

Surrey County Council applied 
for permission to develop a 7.5- 
acre site where horses currently 
graze next to Randalls Road in 
Leatherhead. 

Under the plans the Farthings, 
which the county council leases 
to a housing association to meet 
housing needs, would be demol¬ 
ished to make way for new 
homes. 

Twenty-eight homes, equiva¬ 
lent to 40 per cent of the total 
number, would be set aside as af¬ 
fordable housing. 

Sixteen Mole Valley council¬ 
lors, from the development con¬ 
trol committee, voted to grant 
outline planning permission de¬ 
spite residents’ concerns over ac¬ 
cess from Cleeve Road near the 
traffic lights. Two councillors 
voted against plans. 

Tony Russell, from Boleyn 
Walk, told the council: “You’d 
have to live there to realise the 
road is in fact very, very busy. It’s 
always a really congested area, 
especially at peak times.” 

Mr Russell said the proposal 


deviated from the local plan, 
which stipulated that access to 
the site should come off Randalls 
Road. 

Mr Russell said those opposed 
to the plans were not happy with 
the council, adding: “Some are 
very angry. 

“They feel let down and feel like 
the council has deviated from the 
local plan. And there is even the 
feeling that the council has talked 
to developers on the side.” 

The land is a reserve housing 
site bordered by greenbelt land. 

Jonathan Lieberman, from 
Boyer Planning, which submitted 


the application on behalf of Sur¬ 
rey County Council, highlighted 
the shortage of new houses. 

Mr Lieberman said: “It’s both 
appropriate and in accordance 
with planning policy to bring the 
site forward now to help meet 
both private and affordable hous¬ 
ing needs. We note the concerns 
of residents. However, the view of 
Surrey County Council’s safety 
audit team is that the preferred 
access is off Cleeve Road as it 
provides a safer access point for 
pedestrians and cyclists and 
there are reduced speeds and 
street lighting at this point.”

Epsom’s mayor, who helped draw 
up engineering standards used 
across Europe today, said he had al¬ 
ways been interested in things 
rather than people, but taught 
himself to talk to “anybody and 
everybody”. 

Councillor Colin Taylor, 78, who 
was made mayor in May, entered 
politics after a highly successful ca¬ 
reer in structural engineering.

A job at engineering company 
Atkins, headquartered in Epsom, 
brought him to the town in 1970 
and he has never left. 

After 17 years at Atkins, he was 
headhunted by the Steel Construc¬ 
tion Institute where he helped 
develop the new British standards 
for steel structures and then went 
on to work on the committee that

developed the standards for Eu¬ 
rope, which only came into force 
last year. 

Upon retiring, Coun Taylor was 
elected borough councillor for 
Epsom Town and then Stamford 
ward in four consecutive elections. 

He was also the longest-serving 
Liberal Democrat on Surrey Coun¬ 
ty Council, to which he was elected 
in 2001, before retiring this year. 

Coun Taylor said he had not yet 
decided whether he would stand in 
the next borough election in 2015 as 
he will be 80, but said he 
was enjoying interact¬ 
ing with individuals 
and groups across 
the borough as 
mayor. 

He said: “If you 
get to know peo¬ 
ple, you find they 
are interesting. \ 

“I am interested

I was reading with interest 
your story (Parking problems 
could force shop to close down, 
August 8) on residents’ parking 
and how it will affect shops like 
the Mini Stores in Church 
Road, which I have used for 
many years 

It is important for the council 
to address parking not just 
road by road, as it does cur¬ 
rently, but for Epsom as a 
whole. It is not sufficient to just 
move traffic problems from 
one road to another. 

Residents need to be able to 
park near where they live, and 
commuters who work in 
Epsom need to be able to park 


before they were planted. 

They were not watered in 
the days they awaited plant¬ 
ing and neither were they wa¬ 
tered when they were put in 
the ground. (I spent some 
time observing the workers 
carrying out the planting). 

Given the soil depth is very 
shallow, this is very poor 
practice indeed as any good 
gardener will tell you. All 
landscapers should know 
new trees and hedge plants 
need watering regularly to get 
them established especially 
during a heat wave. Trees 
should be planted alongside a 


affordably near where they 
work.

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Trampoline injuries increase 


Energetic youngsters have been urged 
to be careful on trampolines and not 
bounce their way to accident and 
emergency after a surge of injuries. 

A rise in the number of people with 
trampolines in their gardens has re¬ 
sulted in a spike in the number of peo¬ 
ple being admitted to Epsom and St 
Helier hospitals. 

Bouncing-related injuries include 
fractures, dislocations, sprains and 
bruises. 

Dr Ruth Charlton, a consultant pae¬ 
diatrician and joint medical director 
for the hospitals, said: “We don’t want 
to be killjoys over the summer break, 
but we do want people to be careful. 

“I have a young daughter who loves 
trampolining, but I always encourage 


her to use the trampoline responsibly, 
and I make sure she jumps alone, not 
with her friends together. 

“So many injuries are caused 
through multi-person jumping. 

“To keep trampolining a light-heart¬ 
ed past-time, especially over the sum¬ 
mer months, we do stress its 
important parents supervise and en¬ 
sures the ‘only one at a time’ rule.” 

The Royal Society for the Prevention 
of Accidents recommends people buy 
trampolines with safety pads fitted to 
the hard edges of the frame, while 
children under six should only use 
ones suitable for their age. 

Other advice includes buying a 
model with a safety net and never 
jump off the trampoline.

Threatened allotments: 
'All they see is money’

Campaigners are trying to get 
threatened allotments registered 
as a “community asset” in a last 
minute bid to prevent them being 
developed. 

The move comes as the council 
prepares to announce whether 
councillors have decided to enter 
into an agreement with a develop¬ 
er wanting to build on allotments 
and college land by the Leather- 
head bypass. 

Mole Valley District Council 
(MVDC) and Oxford’s Merton Col¬ 
lege have selected a preferred bid¬ 
der to develop the 32-acre site, 
comprised of Barnett Wood Lane 
allotments and adjoining green- 
belt land. 

On Friday, 21 residents wrote to 
the council asking to register the 
allotment site as a “community 
asset of value” in accordance with 
the Localism Act 2011. 

Under the act community 
groups can nominate assets in 
order to get the right to bid for 
land if it goes on sale. 

John Weller, from a group trying 
to save the allotments, said: 
“MVDC are required to either reg¬ 
ister the asset as per the act or 
have to explain why they will not 
do so. There is a six-week morato¬ 
rium during which the land

required to be registered must not 
be sold.” 

Mr Weller added: “The residents 
are concerned with the develop¬ 
ment plans. 

“It’s going to reduce their quality 
of life significantly if the develop¬ 
ment goes ahead because of a 
great increase in traffic.” 

He said that the council ap¬ 
peared determined to sell the land, 
regardless of their fears about 
moving the allotments to a site 
downwind of the motorway. 

He said: “They don’t care about 
health hazards of the situation or 
the fact the land is totally 


unacceptable for the allotment 
holders. All they can see is money, 
money, money.” 

Mole Valley Council said it is 
“considering” how to respond to 
the community asset letter. If it de¬ 
cides to proceed it has pledged to 
bring any new allotments up to a 
better or equal standard compared 
to the current site. 

All details of the preferred pro¬ 
posal remain a closely guarded se¬ 
cret and the decision on whether 
to go with it was made behind 
closed doors on July 30 due to con¬ 
cerns over commercial confiden¬ 
tiality. 

The decision has not yet been 
made public in compliance with 
“requirements of the procure¬ 
ment process” while the council 
notified the three final bidders. 

But the council has called a press 
conference for Friday afternoon 
when it is expected to announce 
what it wants to do with the site. 

The land is not designated for de¬ 
velopment and alterations to the 
road network could be needed if 
the cash-strapped council sells it 
off to help pay for services. 

There has been speculation that 
the development could become 
anything from a retail village to a 
supermarket and housing.

With buy-to-let mortgage lending 
hitting the highest level in five 
years, landlords entering the 
industry for the first time are 
being advised to do their 
homework.

Over half of the Investors, who 
represent 76 per cent of all 
landlords, see their property as a 
short-term proposition capital¬ 
ising on low interest rates.

In terms of versatility, the 
MINI Convertible is the clear 
winner, thanks to a load 
opening between the luggage 
and passenger section, giving 
additional flexibility. With all 
seats in use, it has a storage 
volume of 125 litres with the 
top open and 170 litres when 
closed, which further increases 
its luggage hauling capacity to 
660 litres. However, it's the 
Roadster that has the bigger 
boot at 240 litres. 

Both the Convertible and 
Roadster come with a 
selection of diesel and petrol 
power. All engines are 
combined as standard with a 
six-speed manual 
transmission, with a six-speed 
automatic transmission 
available as an optional extra. 
For those wanting higher 
performance there are the 
more powerful and focused 
John Cooper Works variants. 
Both body versions use a 211 
bhp turbo engine, which will 
help whip up a storm of 
enthusiasm on any open-top 
trip.

Plan ahead to avoid delays on

By carrying out a POWDER 
check, drivers and riders can 
help ensure that their vehicle is 
roadworthy with a quick visual 
examination, before they begin 
their journey. 

Petrol Make sure that you 


have enough for the journey 
and plan refuelling stops. 

Oil This should be checked 
when the engine is cold (check 
your handbook) and the vehicle 
is parked on a level surface. Also 
include hydraulic fluids for the 
clutch, brake, and power 
steering systems in your 
inspection. One in five UK 
drivers only checks their engine 
oil levels when an instrument 
panel warning sign is activated. 

Water The levels in the 
radiator and windscreen 


washer bottles should be 
checked while parked on a level 
surface. 

Damage Check the bodywork, 
wheels and fixtures, including 
the mirrors and windows.

pressures and tread depth, and 
look for damage to the tyres 
and wheels. Check the wiper 
blades for damage.
